Friends and Co-Workers Meet
With the Retiring Secretary
at Y. M. C. A. Hall.

A farewell service was held for Mr,
H. E. Coleman, retiring secretary of
the Young Men’s Christian Assoclation
yesterday afterncon at the TYoung
Men’s Christian Assoclation hall. Rev.
Silas Perry opened the service with a
brief address complimentary to the
earnestness and fidelity of Mr. Cole-
man, and the splendid success of the
work under his direction for the past
four years.

Mr., Coleman then addressed the con-
gregation, taking as his text the verse
“Study to show thyself approved unto
God, a workman that need not be
ashamed, rightly dividing the word of
Truth,” Second Timothy, 2:15. This
verse, he said, had always been hils
faverite motto and encouragement,
and he believed it was the keynote to
all successful work in the field of
Christianity. He particularly empha-
sized the admonition of the text to
study; he believed that God does not
want perfunctory helpers, and that
there was a grave doubt In his mind
as to whether a helper who did not
study was ever worth very much; that
to be an efficient laborer !n Christian
work one must be continually study-
ing; studying the methods of the discl-
ples, and of the Great Laborer himself;
studying the Bible and interpreting its
truth; studying how to Interest people
in the work, and studying how to hold
the interest of those who flagged. He
said -that not only in religious work
was it necessary to study, but that
unless a clerk, or employvee In busi-
nese, closely studies the methods and
interests of his work, he 18 not worth
much to his employer. Applying these
ideas to the association work, he ap-
pealed to the membe present to
study the great work of saving souls;
not to be self-centered, but to keep
wide-awake to the work of others, and
to co-operate and go forward in a
great phalanx. He sald that soldiers
would accomplish very little did they
not unite into armies, and “though
there was much individua! work for
each one to do, that must not hinder
them working heartily and forcefully
together, for if they dld not co-operate,
the individual effort would be largely
lIost. In conclusion he said that _he
wished to impress upon the minds of
the members of the association the
worth of the verse he had quoted, and
that he would leave it to them as his
parting admonition.

After Mr. Coleman's address, Mr.
Cooke, wvice president of the
tion, made a speech of appreciation
and regret, complimenting Mr. Cole-
man upon his successful work during
the past four vears, and tendering him
the good wishes of the members. He
also emphasized the farewell sermon of
the retiring secretary, and said that
Mr. Coleman himself, was a splendid
exemplification of the text.

Rev. G. L. Pearson, of the Methodist
Church, and Revy. A. E. Cory, of the
Christian Church, followed, and in like
spirit expressed their regret at the de-
parture of the efficient secretary. Both
said that the fidelity, faithfulness and
devotion of Mr, Coleman to his work
might serve to illustrate the truth of
the text that had been presented to
them.

WANTS DIVORCE
FROM A LEPER
Native Woman Wishes to Be
Free From Man Who Can-
not Be Cured

Kalani Noholoa (w.) has filed a libel
for divorce in the First Circuit Court
against her husband, David Noholoa,
as he is hopelessly afflicted with Chi-
nese leprosy, and held at the leper
settlement. She states that she was
married to David on December 15, 1878,
at Waimanalo. They cohabited to-
